The Gigantic Plans of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company Developed. 


How the Work is Being Done—Capacity 
of the Pipe Line.

Beawtiful Ornaments Unearthed from 
Toanbs Near Naples. 
Naples Cor. London Dally News. 


Last June we were courteously invited by 
Baron Spinelli to pay a visit to his casino, near 
Cancello (a station witbia three-qusr.ers of 
an bour from Naples), which he has made into 
a museum for all the valuable objects he has 
gathered from the crowded part of the me- 
tropolis of Suersula already excavated. Pass- 
ing through fields rich in produce, and mead- 
ows crowded with younz buffaloes and 
ecented with sweet clover, we arrived at the 
simple oldcountry house, which leans agaiust 
an old medizxval tower. 

A:cending the broad stsircase, lined with 
rows of amphoi, we entered a suite of spa- 
cious rooms. filled with cases and tables 
crowded with rare objects. It was difficult to 
believe that such a quantity and variety had 
been found in a piece of ground not more 
than about two acres in extent. We saw 
vases, scarabel, ornaments for the neck, 
bracelets, rings, brooches on exactly the 
same princijde as the modern safety-pin— 
the sheath which guards the point being, 
bowever, very long—scome with several ends 
of threads, upoa which hung a few remaining 
beads, still adhering; and various large or- 
naments, the use of which it has not yet been 
possible to ascertain. Some of the most 
splendid are the things found in the most 
ancient graves. They consist of articles made 
of bronze, particularly personal ernaments. 
They are ali of exqursite finish and work- 
manehip, though very primitive in their fig- 
urative decoration when it exceeds a mere 
straicht or waving line. 

Several bracelets which Baron Spinelli 
caused to be pelished shine with deep lustre 
like that of red gold, and still possess their 
elasticity. Some were found composed for 
ibe most part of pure gold. It seems as if 
the aurochaleo so praised by Pliny and others 
had been rediscovered. In only one place 
has asimilar metal been found, that is,in 
Corinth; the celebrated mirror with the rep- 
resentation of Koriuthos and Leukas is made 
of the same material. The appearance of the 
bracelets is, whenin am oxidized condition, 
exactly similar to that of oxidized bronze, 

ut the metal of the bracelets is considerabiy 

eavier. In Naples the dealers in antiquities 
made good business by selling all that they 
possessed of a similar shape to those eager to 
bave and wear such ornaments; but noone 
could change the nature of the common 
bronze, or give to objects of a different ma- 
terial the beautiful lustre and elasticity of 
those made of ‘*Spineili’s metal,’’ as it has 
been called in Naples. Among other things 
taken from the tombs of the first period we 
noticed large pieces of amber, generally per- 
forated. 

One beautiful vase, taken from. one of the 
tufa tombs, was a Greek lekythos, the lower 
part covered with a fine shining black glaze. 
the upper with a cost of excessively fiue 
white clay, upon which figures in outtiae 
were designed with exquisite delicacy. Where 
is only one vase, found at Nola, which can 
compare with it—the celebrated vase with the 
representation of Anesidorus. Another vase 
which contained the ashes of some fatty sub- 
stance was one from the manufactory of 
Hieron, the first of that make found with two 
names inscribed upon it, iadica'ing that 
Makron, its maker, worked in Athens in the 
atelier of Hieron. Itis the only one of its 
kind and epoch till now found at Suersula, 
and it would be premature to draw from its 
presence there any chronologic l conclusion. 
It might be that such a vase had come into 
the possession in later ages of one far from 
the country of its manufacture. A curious 
object was a cup with a cover ornamented 
with figures, inside which was the remains of 
a balance in miniaiure; perhapsa toy. The 
al ms and supports of the balance were of 
wood, well preserved; the plates were made 
of the the two halves ofanut. The bracelets 
were always found in pairs, and generally still 
encircling the bomes of the skeleton. 

From the fact that fragments of linen may 
sometimes be seen adhering to the inner side 
of the ornaments, it may be inferred that 
when the corpse had been clothed in a kind 
of along-sieeved sbirt, the bracelets were put 
on outside, so as not to be biddeu by the dress. 
They are mostly of a spiral shape, like a ser- 
pent, and often wind several times around the 
arm. They areso elastic that they can be 
drawn out toa great length. Many rings are 
also spiral, and so long that they must alm st 
tave vovered the finger, like the rings worn 
in such numbers by ‘Neapolitan women. No 
arms of brouze were found at Suersula, and 
few of iror; several knives and daggers, and 

perbaps some lance-heads. Tbe objects from 
tbe oldest, and therefore most interest- 
ing period, give evidence of a people little ad - 
vanced in tbe art of design, yet well to do, 
and not only accustomed to adorn themselves 
with the metal ornaments brought them by 
Greek ships, but also to pride themseives on 
givirg a rich trousseau to their dead on their 
departure from this world, and on omittiag 
no prescribed religious rie. How strange it 
was, in that rural and lonely villa, to ponder 
on the remains of so distant an age. How 
vividly they reminded us that the fair country 
around Naples has been, ages and ages ago, 
peopled, devastated and repeopled; as rien 
In native productions twenty-three centuries 
Every step 
taken im the campagna felice is a step over 
“raves.

It would seem to be the fashion nowadays 
for men to marry women older than they, or 
rather, considering the fact closely, for wo- 
men to marry Men younger than themselves.

old; he may not be really old at 65. But a 
woman at 45, at least in this country, while

PIPES. 


A Curious Collection of Pipes on Ex- 
hibition at Edinburgh. 
From the New York Times. 


Most men, and even some women, would 
find much to interest them in a unique col- 
lection which is now on exhibition in Edin- 
burgb, and which is catalogued in the Scots- 
man of that town. It is acollection of 6,000 
pipes of all nations, tbe whole valued at 
£8,000. The interest of tbe collection to 
smokers is sufficiently obvious, and if noa - 
smokers should too hastily determine that an 
assemblage of tovis for burning tobacco had 
no intercst to them they would make a great 
mistake, for, besid+s is curiosities, the col- 
lection contains for those who can find it 
much information as to the urtistie and me- 
chanical development of the nations which 
smoke, and which of them do not? What a 
progrers is involved, for instance, in 
the passage from the LEngiish  smali- 
bowled clay pipe of 1600 to 1750 to 
specimens of blue Wedgwood or Worcester- 
shire and Stafford ware, and which doubtiess 
deserve their description as exquisite. Or, 
comparing nation with nation as well as pipe 
with pipe, what inferences would not the 
student of anthropology, who had no other 
source of information, draw from two pipes, 
one rude, like these from Siberia, with stems 
made from thong-bound slips of wood, and 
the other fashioned astymmetrically as any 
statue? Or, who, considering the nature of 
its intended service, would hesitate to say 
that pipes of gems and precious. metals, like 
those from Central Asia and Turkey, betoken 
a barbaric taste in comparison with the beau- 
tiful and comparatively cheap bowla of Ven- 
etian glass or Sevres chinaware, in which 
material goes for nothing and titness and 
workmansbip for ail? We would not even 
inferentially say that anything is good enough 
to burn tobacco in; on the contrary, jasper, 
agate, jade and serpentine, and the silver 
used in Japan, and tne polished precious 
stones used in Circassia, are none too good, 
but cnly 4 woman, or a dandy, or a savage, 
would use them to put fire in. Other ma- 
terial characteristics are expressed in these 
pipes. The Swiss and the Scandinavians 
carve theirs; bowls of painted porcelain are 
common in Germany;: Russia sends some 
stems *‘embroidered’’ with flowers, and an 
American Indian’s pipe is decorated with 
scalps and woman’s work in beads and porcu- 
pine quills. Among the curiosities is a pipe 
which belonged to the corporation of Cologne 
and was smoked by ‘‘the gianv” of their guild 

recessions; one has a cluster of ive bowls, 

ut it does not appear how maay are smoked 
at once; another has a bowl for each dav in 
the week. Inthe Dutch case is a ‘‘bride- 
groom’s pipe,“ along clay decorated with 
gaudy ribbons, which is smoked only 
on the wedding-day and its anniversaries; 
there is a tomahawk pipe and a 
Polynesian club pipe, which are equally use- 
ful in time of peace or war; and, finally- 
there is the biggest“ pipe, of which the stem 
is five feet eight inches long, the dimensions 
ofthe bowl not being given. A suspicion 
arises that this is merely a show pipe, and 80 
itis probable that a pipe ordered some two 
or three years ago by the Russian Count, Ty- 
oskiewecs, from a maker in this city, rematus 
on the record as the biggest pipe intended for 
actual use. The block of meerschaum from 
which it was cut weighed, when ready for the 
stem, just halfa pound, and measured nine 
ard a half inches from the outer edge to the 
joint. The stem was made fropa single piece 
of clouded amber eight and a half inches long, 
and was joined to the bowl by a silver screw. 
The tota! leugth was seventeen aud a half 
incbes, the weinbt was fourteen ounces, and 
the cost only $200, as the bowl, though nicely 
sbapced, was not carved at all.

The Arctic Hero.

Lieut. Schwatka, whose nafrative of re- 
searckes in the Polar regionsis just now 
crowning him with fame, has intimate 
friends of both sexes in Chicago, and used 
often to spend weeks at a time here, when on 
furlough from frontier service. He is per- 
sonally well known to several of the officers 
attached to Gen. Sheridan’s staff. He entered 
the military academy at West Point ou July 
1, 1867, graduating June 12, 1871, and imme- 
diately receiving his appointment as a Second 
Lieutenant, with assignmen to the Third 
United States Cavalry. He was dispatched 
to Arizona in charge of some recruits and 
was stationed for atime at Camp McDowell. 
From Camp McDowell he was transferred to 
Fort McPberson, Nebraska, whence, several 
months later, he changed base to North 
Platte, where he took charge as quarter- 
master. A gentleman who performed cleri- 
cal service for the Lieutenant,and who is now 
a resident of Chicago, testified that he had a 
scrupulous respect for the accuracy of details 
and was honest to an exacting degree. From 
May 1, 1872, till August, 1874, he was station- 
ed at North Platte, though meanwhile going 
into the Big Horn Mountains on an expedi- 
tion after hostile Sioux. Later he was station- 
ed successively at Sheridan, Spotted Tail 
Agency and Russell, and served through the 
campaign against the Sioux in 1876. On 
Maren 6, 1878, he was granted leave of ab- 
sence to enable him to prosecute 
the search for relics of the lost Franklin 
party. Col. Fred Grant, who was a class- 
mate with Lieut. Schwatka at West Point, 
said he was nineteen years of age when he 
entered the academy. Hecamefrom Oregon, 
where his parents resided. Schwatka, while 
personally popular among his classmates, was 
regarded as an eccentric character. He ap- 
peared at the academy in July wearinga 
heavy overcoat anda furcap. He was ex- 
tremely brusque of manner, and enjoyed a 
practical joke, but withal was tender-nearted 
and generous to his companions. In study 
he was close and energetic, and it was said by 
his classmates that he hungered for fame. 
Col. Grant said that Schwatka's nose was gen- 
erally shorn ofa part ofits skin, and evenin 
those days he looked as if he might have been 
but recently released from the fetters of an 
arctic winter. 


The Norwegian Poet Laureate.

The arrival in this city on Sunday of the fa- 
mous Norwegian poet, playwright, novelist 
and statesman Bjornsterne Bjornson, was a 
surprise no less to the visitor’s few personal 
friends on this side of the Atlantic than to 
the great body of his fellow countrymen who 
bave made America their home.

The first American who seems to have pen- 
etrated to New Mexico was James Pursley, 
am adventurous fur trader, who found his 
way up to Arkansas, traveled extensively 
through the mountains of what is now Colo- 
rado, and finally worked his way down to 
Santa Fe, where he went to work as acar- 
penter, growing rich through high wages, 
but suffering always a feeling of re- 
straint. An occasional Frenchman 
bad appeared; but Pursley (who, by 
the way. is credited with being the first 
intelligent mam who discovered gold in the 
Rockies), was the sole citizen of the United 
States who was there to welcome the immor- 
tal Pike when, on that bleak March day in 
1806, he unwillinginly tramped into Santa Fe 
at the head of his Falstaffian band, hatless, 
bootless and trouserless through a year’s 
campaigning on the plains and in the moun- 
tains. The Mexicans were greatly alarmed 
by this sudden realization of the proximity 
of the progressive and well-armed Yankees, 
and their consternation resulted very unhap - 
pily forthe few leaders of that conquering 
tide that finally should overwhelm the effete 
rule of Spain in the New World; yet fora 
longtime after Pike’s expedition nothing 
occurred to frighten the proud and indolent 
hidalgos.

COMPRESSED WOMEN. 


The Fashion, Folly and Fitness of tiie 
Corset. | 
— New York Letter. ) 


In one largedry goods store I counted 
among the corsets eleven different kinds that 
were warranted to make women’s bodies 
shapely without pain. That promise was 
variously worded, butin every case it wasa 
delusion and asnare. The waist can not be 
squeezed without hurting. Whether the 
bones of a corsetrun perpendicularly, hor- 
izontally, or diagonally, they are bound to be 
uncomfortable if they condense the | wearer 
teo much, the assertion of manufacturers to 
the contrary notwitbstanding. I wear a cor- 
set, bear in mind, and therefore know what I 
am talking about. There is no occasion just 


for too tight corsets are the excgptions’) Some 
womenare foolish enough to dangerously 
compress their vitals for the sake of uunat- 
ural slenderness, but fashion does not re- 
quire it. As thev are now generally worn, 
corsets are more a comfort than otherwise. 
Women with much ftlesh on their bones would 
not like to do without them. The present 
evil practiced inthis direction is that of forci- 
bly flattening the bosom. Time was when 
roundness there was something to be proud 
of, and was artificially produced if nature had 
not been bounteous; now flatness is consid- 
ered desirable, and is often attained by wear- 
ing corsets high, stiff and binding in front. 
That this folly is perilous, must be apparent 
to every sensible person. In prosy fact as 
well as in poetry, the female breast is suscep- 
tible, and will not bear hard usage. ‘There 
is much ingenuity’ expended on corsets. 
About no other artigle of dress is a fashiona- 
ble woman more finicky. That is why deal- 
ers are compelled to keep so many kinds in 
stock. But women who can afford it have 
their corsets made te order, often paying as 
high as $25 for a plain, though care- 
fully fitted one. Those who demand 
of their dressmakers that their bodes 
sball fit them like a glove, without a 
wrinkle or strain, must consent to wear cor- 
sets always of the same size and shape. Oth- 
erwise, a perfect fit one time will not be 80 
at another. Many women are so soft and pli- 
ant that they can be shaped by a corset to al- 
most any desired figure; but having chosen 
a model, they must stick to i, or alter their 
dresses with every change of stays. Former- 
ly, When skirts were voluminous, it did not 
matter What the corset was like below the 
waist Jine; but now, witb skirts lying flat 
over the hips and abdomen, the outlines of 
the entire trunk are of importance. This 
has led to the extension of corsets down- 
ward, until women who are at all round are 
commonly encased from shoulder to leg. The 
corsets displayed in the stores, with their 
ribs of bone and metal, look like rows of an- 
cieotarmor. The lengthening is a good thing, 
because it equalizes the pressure and 
prevents a girting in of the waist alone. 
some of the corsets made to order 
by really ekillful artists are wonderfully 
clever productions. They are constructed 
after the most careful and elaborate measure- 
ments, and with a view to improve the wear- 
er’s figure as much as isconsistent with com- 
fort. An illustration of good workmanship 
in this line is displayed by Zerlina Dolaro, at 
the Fourteenth street eater. She is the 

rincipal ofa newly-imported English bur- 
esque company, and the reputed possessor of 
the Earl of Desart’s sffections. The Earl lost 
his wife to a Luwdon actor named Sugden, it 
will be remembered, and got a divorce from 
der.

Would 
the fabric ofthe thin outer garment hold, or 
would it burst, with an awful disclosure of 
dimity. There was a moment for me of try- 
ing suspense! Then she retired up the stage, 
turned her back to the audience, hastily 
grasped the lower points of the corset in 
front, hookrd them together, and was as good 
as ever. 

There are changes of fashionin corsets, 
but these usually relate to color and decora- 
tions. Just now a recovery is being made 
from last spring’s range for bright hues and 
fine needie-work, and corsets are settling 
back into things of pure utility. They are 
again made almost wholly of white or light 
drab, and those beautiful affairs of satin and 
embroidery ure not finding much favor 
among reputable women. If the woven Jer- 
sey costumes come into use this fall (and 
there is reason to believe that they will have 
a rum, however brief), smooth-fitting corsets 
will be more than ever requisite, because the 
clinging Jersey reveals unevenness in the 
surface underneath. Among the novelties in 
corsets is one that, by means of a strong strap 
and buckle, may be powerfully pulled back 
from the front nearthe bottom; one witha 
peculiar arrangement of network over the 
hips, intended to give freer play to those 
parts of the anatomy; one with a waten 

ocket at the waist, to be reached by open- 

ng one button of the dress, and one for mar- 
ried women, a series of gussets for enlarge- 
ment on occasions. 

The cuestion, How early ought a girl to 
put on acorset? was raised in my mind on 
seeing in a store one that would no more than 
hold an ordinary child of four years. I know 
mothers would actually put corsets on their 
girls at that age; but the practice is, happily, 
uncommon, and their use is not often begun 
under twelve. By that time, nine times out 
ot ten, a girl’s waist is as large as it will ever 
be, except for fat, and the organs within will 
not be injured by stays that do not squeeze 
severely. If they could be made to act as 
shoulder braces the prevalence of bad ticures 
would be lessened.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


A Company to Introduce it in New 
York at Once. 


New York Special to Cincinnati Gazette, 


A new company, the Brush Electric Light 
Company of New York, has just been formed 
for the purpose of attempting to extend the 
use ofthe électric lights in this city and 
neighborhood. The company is organized 
under the laws of New York State, with a 
preliminary paid up capital of $100,000, and 
the originators represent millions of dollars. 
Large establ:sbments, where many lights are 
neeued, are practically the only places in the 
city where the electric lights are used, and 
according to the assertions of the persons in- 
terested in this entei prise, there are a large 
number of busines men who favor electric 
lights and need them in their establishments, 
but do not want a large enough number of 
lights individually to make it practicable for 
them to buy separate generating machines. 
It is believed that with this class of men 
there is a large field, and another field of 
even larger possibilities lies in the city parks 
and squares and river fronts. 

This company will make use only of the 
Brush system. It has bought from the Brush 
Electric Company, of Cleveland, O., the ex- 
clusive right to sedi and deal on Manhattan 
Island in the machines, lights, carbons, elec- 
tro-plating machines, and all other appar- 
atus manufactured under the patents held by 
the Cleveland company. 

The falowmg facts with regard to the use 
of Brush lights in the United States and Eng- 
land andthe immediate plans of the local 
company are given by the officers. Recent 
extensive experimenté, it said, have proved 
that with the Brush system forty lights can 
be supplied by asingle machine in a single 
circuit, and by grouping five or six machines 
electricity sufiicientto run from 200 to 300 
lights can be developed. This is an advance, 
because the best results from other systems 
only gave one-half dozen lights from 
a single machine. San Francisco 
is using many of these lights, and 
contracts already made will increase the num- 
ber to about 1,000 by the middle of the pres- 
ent winter, and large contracts for new lights 
have been made in Cleveland, St. Louis, Chi- 
cago, Detroit and Grand Rapids. In England 
the system has gained a strong foothold, 
through contracts already signed to light the 
houses of Parliament, Charing Cross Station. 
Ludgate Hill Station, Blackfriars Bridge, and 
St. Paul’s Churehyard. The New York com- 
papy will immediately take steps to construct 
a ‘*plant’’ near Madison square, which square 
it expects to light. Negotiations for securing 
a buiiding are really completed. In the 
building will be Corliss steam engines, boilers 
and five dynamc-ekctiic machines, all of 
which are in process of construction now. 
Probably before the end of the coming Oc- 
tober the ‘‘piant’’ will be in running order.

The 
torch litin the American revolution will 
yet burn every throne in the Old World, and 
Norway seems at last to have been touched 
by the sacred fire. The repeal of the act of 
union with Sweden and the establishment 
of a Norwegian republic is now firmly de- 
manded by a large, influential and rap- 
idly growing party in Norway, and the 
press of both kingdoms is debating 
the proposition with eagerness and acerbi- 
ty. Sweden maintains that its honor is in- 
volved and that strong measures will be 
taken if necessary. It always happens 
that it isthe oppressing country whose 
honor is involved in an affair of this kind. 
The Norwegians have proved by their good 
citizenship under monarchy their ability to 
be law-abidiog citizens of a Republic, by 
no means a common thing with Europeans. 
They area fresh, simple, brave people, 
who will not be trampled upon, and enough 
of the old Viking spirit still lingers in the 
mountains and fiords toarm the modern 
Berserkers in defense of their liberties 
and rights. In no country in Europe can 
the republican experiment be made with 
so much certainty of success as in Nor- 
way. Their political regeneration will be 
one more step in the march of destiny. 
The Norse Republic will be one more 
model for the tax-ridden, army-ridden, 
king-ridden continent to form itself upon.

Ordinance Approved by the Mayor—More 
Suits Filed by the Railroad Company. 


There were no new developments to-day on 
the part of the railway companies in the Jef- 
son avenue bridge imbroglio. Superintend- 
ents Talmage and Mekissock are both out of 
town, and, of course, no action will be taken 


tillthey return. Itis hoped thatall law suits 
will be withdrawn on both sides. The city 
this morning witharew the police from 
duty at the Jefferson avenue bridge with 
the exception of two patrolmen who will re- 
main atthe southern piers to see that no at- 
tempt is made to undo any of the work already 
finished at that point. Work has been beguu 
on the northern piers and is rapidly progress- 
ing. Itisnot anticipated that any interter- 
ence will be encountered here. The four piers 
will be sunk in the space between the 
most northern track of the Missouri Pacific, 
which is not used to any considerable extent, 
and the Wabash and Pacific track. Mr. 
McKissock, ot the Wabasb, has notified Street 
Commissioner Turner that he will endeavor to 
co-operate with the- city as far as pos- 
sible, and, if necessary, make a temporary 
change in the position of the track. This, 
however, Will not be necessary and the work 
will be prosecuted with all possible speed. In 
a day ortwothe concrete will be in all the 
foundation holes and everything be ready for 
the placing of the iron piers in position. The 
Mayor to-day approved of the ordinance 
passed % the Municipal Assembly authoriz- 
ing the Missouri Pacitic and Wabash and Pa- 
cific railroad companies to lower their tracks 
between Jefferson avenue and High street. 
This wes the main and original ordinance. The 
consideration of the compromise amendment 
was laid over till next session of the Assembly.

Excitement on ’Change To-Day Over the 
Election.

terested inthis matter, and the vote drawn 
out will be a phenomenally large one. 
Gentlemen have certainly nezlected 
their busines; of buying and selling 
to attend to the more imvortant duty ot drum- 
ming up the largest possible vote for their side 
ofthe question.

There is not much doubt that the majority are 
voting that way. But it is questioned 
whether the change in the rules can 
be effected by less than a two-thirds vote. 
Those who are voting for the change claim 
that they will have not alone atwo-thirdsbuta 
three-fourths majority, and they add that a bare 
plurality is enough te instruct the Board of 
Directcrs as to the opinion of the Exchange. 

Inthe meantime the excitement is at fever 
heat, and any umount of argument is flying 
Jooselyinthe air. Each side claims that the 
other will Wreck tbe grain trade of the city, 
and no one can, by any possibility, say that 
45 sides of the case have not been presented 
o him.

Leo Rassieur, wno is the attorney of Emile 
Thomas, responded in un eloquent defense of 
his friend, which kept the ccnvention wild 
with enthusiasm. Mr. Thomas’ position in 
the matter of his obligations to the city was 
given, and with an effect that was telling. 

Judge Krum replied in an argument reiter- 
ating Thomas’ ineligibility. 

The cross-fire between the lawyers continued 
for twenty minutes more, and Leo Rassieur 
showed him-welf a master debater. Thena 
ballot was entered into amidst the most in- 
tense excitement.

An Indiana Tragedy.

Chaplin came to this place this morning 
on other business, and was asked by several 
of his friends to take his daughter out of jail, 
which he stubbornly refused to do, saying 
she was safer in jail than out, he fearing she 
would elope with Smith. This afternoon at 5 
o’clock Smith called at the jail and asked to 
confer with Miss Chaplin. The request was 
granted, and they walked into the back yard 
together. They had not béenthere more than 
two minutes when four shots were heard. 


When the scene was reached both Miss Chap- | 


lin and Smith were found dead, lying close 
together, with two bullet holes in each of 
their bodies and the smoking revolver in the 
band of Smith. The latter is amarried man, 
baving originally lived in Elkhart, and has 
two children. He has since meeting

While in Newport she 
met Gouverneur Morris, who knew her sad 
history, and, first pitying, then loved and 
married her. The appreciation of John Ran- 
dolph's course towards his cousin held in his 
family is shown by a little incident of Annie 
Randolph's visit to Monticello. John, see- 
ing that his victim was escaping him, came to 
Monticello to make, as be said, an amend to 
Anne. Thomas Randelph ordered him off 
the place, and being met by a demur, and be- 
ing somewhat ‘‘cholericand hasty,” enforced 
his order with a pistol. Tradition says that 
the best time on record from Monticello, 
down Carter’s mountain to Charlottesville, 
wasmade by Jobn Randolph on that occa- 
sion.

Third and Last Pay of the Annual 
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State Meeting. 


Reports on Missionary Work— Some 
Opinions on the Revision ofthe 
New Testamént, Ete. 


— 


Tue third day ot the annual Convention of 
the Episcopal Church of Missouri opened at 
9:30 this morning at St. George's Church with 
the usual morning prayer. This was said as 
toliows: The Rev. W. A. Masker, of Sedalia, 
opening service; the Rev. Mr. Sartwell or Se- 
delia, creed and prayers. The Right Rev. 
Bishop Robertson presided and closed the ser- 


vice. The attendance was quite small during 
the service but increased toa very full repre- 
sentation as soon as the Convention was called 
to order. The attendance of ladies was, how- 
ever, dwindled to about a bare half dozen. 
Evidently the ladies have not found the delib- 
erations of theclergy of much interest. St. 
George’s Church is, however, avery bad one 
to hear in, and the delegates do not generally 
spesk as loud as — would in the pulpit. 
Bishop Robertson called the meeting to order 
for business at 10:30 o’clock. Secretary Jno. 
R. Triplett made the usual roll cali and read 
the minutes ol the preceding meeting, which 
were adopted without essential change. Alter 
the order ot business was read, Dr. Roberts 
asked the consent ot the house to introduce an 
amendment to a canon without the usual dayys 
notice. The amendment was wade out by Dr. 
Roberts, which wus an amendment to canon 8, 
which made it read as follows: ‘*The conven- 
tion shall at each regular annual meeting next 
preceding a stated meeting of the convention. 
elect delegates.’’ A report was then 
read by Rev. F. B. Scheetz on the 
subject of missionary work. The report 
expressed regret that the missionary fund was 
at its lowest ebb, and that some parishes were 
not k@€ping up to their work. How to remedy 
this was, of course, the great question. The 
plan of making piedges has been successfully 
tried the last year, aud ought to be continued, 
but the umount pledged should always be 
made the minimum amount, and as mach 
more raised as possible by other means. The 
committee pledge themselves to use all funds 
in tne best possible way. Those serving us 
missionaries, the report said, should use great 
efforts at ail places visited to secure contri- 
butions. The committee finally recommended 
that services held for several successive days 
would yield better results than one dav. Tue 


Rev. Dr. Reed then asked leave to address 
the convention on a subject which he thought 
of gieat importance, but which would not 
regularly come up until new business was 
reuched. Dr. Reed was given the opportunity 
desired. He spoke at some length, and his 
remarks bud evidently been prepared. He |! 
wished to call the attention of tne convention 
to the new translation of the New Testament, 
which was now being made. He supposed, 
from the character of those making tne re- 
vision, that the work would be wortny of the 
respect and confidence of the Church. 
Perhsps this version would be adopted. The 
clergy would undoubtedly make less objection 
to it than the laity. It would be necessary for 
the jaity to be instructed as to the merits of 
the version orejlse they would surely oppose 
it. They would turn to some old favorite pas- 
suge which was familiar and dear to them, and 
then, tinding it in different phrase, would im- 
mediately condemn the book and feel opposed 
to those who taught the book. Nowtheclergy 
needed aid; not opposition, from the laity. It 
wastoo hard to keep the members ot the 
in unity with it, to 
put a new book betore them 
without formal indorsement. Now the 
subjectof this new revision would probably 
come up before the general convention of the 
church ot the United States, but possibly it 
might be passed over. He thought it would be 
well for the Missouri diocese to instruct its del- 
egate tothe general convention to bring up 
the subject and take some action on it. If not, 
the people would look tothe daily and irrelig- 
ious;press for their information in regard to 
the new book, und much harin would result. 
The magnitude of the subject ought to bring it 
before the general convention, but he desired 
Missouri two have that glorious work. 
The gentleman closed his remarks with 
an eloquent tribute’ to his church 
and her workinthis country. Hethen made 
the formal motion that the convention in- 
struct its bishop to lay the matter before the 
nextgeneral convention. 

Several delegutes thought that the subject 
had already been before the general conven- 
tion. Bishop Robertson was called on tor in- 
formation. Bisbop Robertson explained that 
one of the bishops of England calle the at- 
tention ot the church here to the matter in 
1870 and agamw in 1871. The House ot Bishops 
nad in 1871 decided that as their body was not 
asked to co-operate in the revision they coul 
not consistently take any action upon it until 
it was completed. Therefore it would also be 
impossible iorthe United States convention 
to take any action on the matter. Dr. Fulton 
moved that Mr. Reed’s motion be laid on the 
table. it was so ordered by a large vote. The 
subject of missionary work was then again 
taken up and continued until the close of tne 
morning session. Among the mission reports 
received was one from the Rev. J. M. 
Curtis, dean ot the Sedalia convocation. 
This report was chiefly on tbe missionary 
work done in the convocation. There are resi- 
dent within the bounds of the convocation of 
Sedulia only seven clergymen. ‘Tne Dean says 
that it is not known to hiin thut there is any per 
manent organization or even promising foos- 
hold forthe church within the bounds of the 
convocation (except St. Mark’s Mission at 
Butier, Bates county) now without regular 
ministrations. There bave been one or two 
services during the last five years at California, 
and also at Tipton, in Moniteau 
county; but there is nO organi- 
zution, and no interest in regard to 
regular services on the part of the few com- 
munſeants residipg at these points. In six 
counties, Cole, Pettis, Saline, Cooper, Vernon 
and Bates, we have parishes or organized mis- 
sions, and in ten other counties, Moniteau, 
Osage, Henry, St. Clair, Morgan, Miller, 
Maries, Camden, Hickory and Cedar, we have 
no resident cleigymen, no regular services of 
tbe church and only occasional services ina 
Moniteau and Morgan counties. Some clergy- 
man ought to be obtained to travel and es- 
pecially work up interest in these remote coun- 
ties, ard he should be paid his traveling ex- 
penses. 

At 230 p. m. the afternoon session met. 
To- night, with a consideration of Sunday- 
school work, the convention closes,
